Aroused  by  five  fatalities  within  an  11-day  period,  citi- 
zens of  Middlesex  and  Penn  Townships  meet  tonight  to  de- 
mand action  in  curbing  speed  to  reduce  accidents  on  High- 
way 8 near  Cooperstown. 

Since  Jan.  27,  two  weeks  ago  Sunday  night,  five  deaths 
have  resulted  in  three  accidents  in  or  near  Cooperstown.  because  Mr.  MacDonald

L.  Bouch,  of  Segal,  was  fatally

injury  to  two  other  passengers 
of  autos  involved. 

On  Jan.  27,  Louis  Pfeifer,  Jr., 
18.  of  the  Cooperstown  district, 
was  killed  when  “he  was  struck 
while  walking  along  the  high- 
way.

Officers  enforcing  the  motor  ve« 
hide  code  must  be  uniformed  t<| 
slop  traffic. 

One  of  the  demands  expected 
1 to  be  made  at  tonight’s  meeting 
is  for  township  uniformed 


State  Police  as  a means  to  save 
lives. 

Sgt.  Rittelmann  pointed  out 
that  it  would  help  the  flow  of 
traffic,  but  it  was  individual 
drivers  who  are  responsible  for 
traffic  deaths,  not  three  or  four 
lane  highways  as  witnessed  by 
the  traffic  deaths  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike.
